Parental Inhumanity. 


An alleged case of inhumanity exer- 


cised by a parent toward his child haa 
been unearthed at Troy Grove, 111., 
which if substantiated, must stand quite 
without a parallel. Fourteen years ago 
(according to a correspondent of tho 
Chicago Iriliitnr) a wealthy farmer in 
the above named village married a sec- 
ond wile, and seat several children by a 
former helpmeet into tho world to get 
their living as beat they could. 
One 


child was retained, a pretty little girl, 
too young to be thrown on her own re- 
sources, but she became so otmoiiuus to 
her Htcp-iuotbcr that she was sent to a 
school kept by Sisters of Charity. After 
au absence of several years she returned 
home, 
but soon rebelled against the 


harsh treatment of its inmates, and at- 
tempted to return to the school she had 
luft. 
Her father followed and captured 


her, shut her in a little room with no 
furniture, stripped her of every artiole 
of clothing, and gave nn army blanket 
for covering, fed her through a hole in 
the door, and kept her u prisoner for 
fourteen years! Both tho father iind 
stop-mother are now dead, and tho girl 
liai born t:ikpn in charge by the com- 
ini!>sioiiL'r of liinat'y—ior her reason 
miturullj llfd long a-;o.

nny clothing on hoi1, and crouches in a 
corner of the room constantly, never ut- 
tering a sound, and showing no anima- 
tion except when food is brought to her.
